Too Noisy a Just Normal? 


Council Calls for More Facts 
In The Case of the Barking Dogs’ 


Menlo Park police were this 
week directed to “make checks” to 
find out if Morton Baruh’s three 
dogs are as noisy as some neigh- 
bors say they are, or just “normal- 
ly noisy,” as other neighbors con- 
tend. 

The city council decided to get 
more information Tuesday night, 
at the close of an hour of public 
hearing. They said that checks 
made by Poundmaster Lucien La- 
croix were confined to daylight 
hours and weren’t sufficient on 
which to base a decision. 

Baruh’s dogs— three German 
shorthairs—were accused of being 
abnoramlly noisy in a petition sub- 
mitted two weeks ago by Mrs. B. 
F, Jakobsen, 1325 Johnson street, 
and signed by a total of 11 persons. 


Tuesday, Baruh submitted letters 
from three other residents, who he 
said were closer neighbors than 
most of those complaining about 
the canines. His attorney, Martin 
Field of San Francisco, also con- 
tended that the dogs were being 
placed in “double jeopardy,” since 
they’d been the subjects of com- 
plaints — and exonerated — last 
year, 

Field also pointed out that there 
are’ several dogs in the area, any 
one of which could have created 
the noises complained of. 

Joining Mrs. Jakobsen in com- 
plaining about the dogs was 
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Charles Ryan, who has leased a 
cottage at the rear of Mrs. Jacob- 
sen’s property. His dwelling is 
closer to the dogs than Baruhs’, 
he said, and his wife, who has been 
sick, is prevented from getting her 
rest because of the noise made by 
the dogs. 

B..F. Jakobsen played a 10-min- 
ute recording of dog barkings, 
which he said were collected dur. 
ing a 30-minute period of monitor- 
ing Baruh’s canins’ voices. The 
tape also recorded sounds of birds 
and children playing, however.

To Aid 
Schools 


Assessed valuation of property 
in the Menlo Park Elementary 
School District exceeds previous 
estimates by about $900,000 and 
as a result the schools will have 
about $15,000 more than expected, 
with which to finance operations 
during the coming year. 

So reported District Business 
Manager John C. Richert this 
week, who said the windfall can 
be added to capital outlay and 
undistributed service funds in the 
oudget for the 1957-58 fiscal year. 
These fund categories have been 
described as “dangerously low.” 

As reported by the county as- 


sessor, Richert declared, the 
school district’s valuation is 
$36,408,205. Total estimated in- 


come of the district for the com- 
ing fiscal year, including carry- 
over from this year’s budget and 
the unexpected $15,000, will be 
about $1,166,000, he added. 

The district’s valuation has 
srown $3,152,988 since last year. 

The business manager reported 
is not final. Actual adoption of 
that the new total valuation figure 
the budget must wait until after a 
public hearing scheduled for early

Teacher Takes Tri 


Most Menlo Park residents are 
still looking forward to vacations 
but Frank Cantu, 2001 Sharon 
road, already has some advan- 
tures to talk about. He return- 
ed last week from a trip, by raft, 


+ down 200 miles of the grand ean- 


yon of the Colorado River. 

And besides the adventure of 
the thing, he can discuss some 
of the wildest and least acces- 
sible country left in the United 
States—a long valley isolated by 
mile-high rock walls which will 
probably remain primitive for 
ages to come. 

Cantu, a seventh grade teach- 
er at Oak Knoll School 2nd a 
confirmed outdoorsman, started 
his adventure trip only a week 
after he said goodbye to his pu- 
pils on June 14. By June 22, he 
was a member of a party of 34 
which embarked on army sur- 


plus inflatible rafts for the 200- . 
mile trip from Phantom ranch, 
at the bottom of Kaibab trail in 
the Grand Canyon off Arizona, 
to the more hospitable waters of 
Lake Mead above Boulder Dam. 

In the-interval, the party en- 
countered near tragedy in the 
form of an overturned raft; four- 
inch-long scorpions: some of the 
most magnificent scenery any- 
where; temperatures that ran to 
115 degrees in the shade and 
stayed above 100 degrees at 
night; fossil deposits; rare an- 
imals and plants and a host of 
other delights for naturalists 
and geologists.

“We left the range under the 
guidance of Mrs. Georgie 
White,” Cantu recalls. “She is 
an expert river guide, and has 
been making trips down the riv- 


er since 1944 or thereabout. ' 

We were awzere of some of the 
problems we were going to face 
even before we left Phantom 
ranch. 

“For one thing, no fresh food 
could be preserved for the two 
weeks of the trip, because of 
the heat, so we had to eat out 
of cans all the way. 

“For another, it turned out 
that the river is as high as it’s 
been at this season for the past 
52 years. It was flowing at a 
rate of 96,000 cubic feet per sec- 
ond; normally, it runs at about 
60,000 cubic feet per second.” 
NORMAL SPOTS OUT 

The difference in _ height 
meant that many of the normal 
camping spots used by raft ad- 
venturers would be underwater. 
And it also meant that waves 
would be higher, rapids and 


whir!pools more treacherous and 
the current faster than in nor- 
mal years. 

“At one point,’ Cantu de- 
clared, we ran into waves more 
than 15 feet high.” 

The adventure during which 
lives were almost lost occurred 
a few days after the start. The 
party was embarked on two sets 
of rafts roped together—in 
groups of three—the three larg- 
er ones carrying eight persons 
apiece. 

One of the rafts overturned 
in a whirlpool and all eight per- 
sons were thrown over-board, a- 
Iong with their gear. 

“We thought for a few min- 
utes that we’d never see two 
members of the party again,” 
Cantu declares. “As it was, we 
lost some valuable equipment, 
including cameras.”

This group of shrubs is hardy 
throughout the bay area. Each 
shrub provides gloriously colored 
flowers; some are primarily for 
shade while others thrive in direct 
sun. 

The fuchsia, azalea and hy- 
drangea prefer mostly shady 
areas with a little early morn- 
ing sun; the lilac should have 
direct sun in the cool, coastal 
areas. Roses, of course, thrive in 
full sun. 

For winter color interest in 
your patio, lanai or terrace con- 
sider the lovely and highly orna- 
mental camellia, in both the ja- 
ponica and sasanqua species. The 
sasanqua which can be trained as 
an espalier, shrub or ground 
cover, is usually fall-flowering in 
normal seasons. The japonica, 
growing as small to medium-to- 
tall shrubs, blooms in many va- 
rieties and gorgeous colors from 
early winter through to late 
spring. 

Winter daphne or daphne odora 
is a handsome and very fragrant 
evergreen shrub that is hardy in 
most areas of the state. It has 
several varieties which bloom in 
pink and white flowers. 

Foliage is either all green or 
edged in yellow. Heather (Erica) 
makes a very handsome winter 
and early spring-blooming shrub,
